4. The Government of Tamil Nadu has requested to include Narikoravan along with 
Kurivikkaran communities in the list of Scheduled Tribes in respect of the State of 
Tamil Nadu. On the basis of the recommendation of the State of Tamil Nadu and after 
consultation with the Registrar General of India and the National Commission for Scheduled 
Tribes, it is proposed to amend Part XIV of the Schedule to the Constitution (Scheduled 
Tribes) Order, 950. 


5. Accordingly, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order (Second Amendment) 
Bill, 2022 proposes to insert entry "37. Narikoravan, Kurivikkaran” in Part XTV of the Schedule 
to the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 950 in respect of the State of Tamil Nadu.
